Under the Constitution, as 
President Ford well knows, 
the president has power to 
grant reprieves and pardons 
(or offenses against the Unit* . 
ed States. This month the 
President will receive a peti- 
tion for commutation in the 
case of E. Howard Hunt, Jr. In 
the name of mercy and jus- 
tice, the petition should be 
granted. 

Except for G. Gordon Lid- 
dy, who also merits relief but 
[whose case is quite different. 
Hunt is the only Watergate de- 
fendant still in prison. No use- 
ful purpose whatever is being 
•erved by keeping him there. 

We are concerned here 
with elementary questions of 
crime and punishment Hunt's 
crime was conspiracy to com- • 
mit burglary. His punishment 
Is a prospective eight years in 

g ’son and a fine of (10,090. 

cept for the brutal 20-year 
sentence imposed on Liddy, 
the punishment given Hunt is 
the most severe of them alL 

’ The crime itself, of course, 
was the breaking and entering 
of Democratic National Head- 
quarters in the Watergate in 
June, 1972. Beyond question. 
Hunt was deeply Involved in 
that sordid and stupid affair. . 
He pleaded guilty. It is no de- 
fense to his crime, though it is 
a valid consideration in a plea 
for commutation, that he act- 
ed under the aegis of a former 
attorney general in what he 
supposed was the service of 
the then President of the Unit- 
ed States. 

•>. The Imposing of just sen- 
tences Is the hardest task of 
criminal .= jurisprudence. 
Judges . themselves cannot 


readily explain why Defend- 
ant A- gets 1 year, Defendant 
B gets S years and Defendant 
C gets 10 years, when the de- 
fendants have similar person- 
al records and are convicted 
of substantially identical of- 
fenses. Unhappily, the r e dis- 
parities turn up all the time, 
and as often as not they re- 
flect little more than the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the 
presiding judge. 

This was the case in the 
matter of the Watergate de- 
fendants. They ran up against 
Judge John J. Sirica -“Hang- 
ing John," as harsh a judge as 
ever sat on the federal bench. 
His thought was to terrify the 
Watergate defendants by im- 
posing sentences oi a severity 
unheard of in simple break- 
ing-and-entering cases. He hit 
them originally with sent- 
ences to shock the conscience 
and to extort their “co-opera- 
tion." 

Eventually, after letting 
them twist slowly, slowly, in 
the wind, Hanging John had 
mercy on five of the seven de- 
fendants. Frank Sturgis, Vir- 
gilio Gonzalez, Eugenio Mar- 
tinez, James W. McCord, Jr., 
and Bernard Barker, who had 
been hit with four to six years, 
were released after 4 to 19 
months. Judge Sirica bad no 
mercy in bis soul for Hunt or 
Liddy. Their pleas for reduc- 
tion of sentence were flatly 
denied. 

Liddy has stonewalled 
• from the beginning; his cir- 
cumstances , to repeat, are dif- 
ferent. Hunt, by contrast, has 
co-operated fully since his 
conviction. In the past two 
years, he has testified repeat- 
. edly both in Congress and in 
the trials of such defendants 


as John N. Mitchell and John 
D. Ehrlichman. His prison re- 
cord is exemplary. 

Why do we sentence men 
to prison? Three reasons 
usually are advanced. The 
first Is simple incarceration: 
The object Is to keep danger- 
ous criminals behind bars, 
where they cannot endanger 
society. The second is rehabil- 
itation: The thought is to train 
men for useful roles in socie- 
ty. The third is retribution: 
The idea is to exact punish- 
ment for an offense against 
the state. 

Surely it is pointless to In- 
carcerate Howard Hunt; It is 
inconceivable that he would 
take up a burglar's career. He 
needs no “rehabilitation"; he 
is an accomplished writer, 
fully capable of supporting 
himself. He has now spent al- 
most two years in prison; as 
punishment for a political es-_

I SEASON New York , Dec. 26— 
TO BE This being the season 

JOLLY for cheer and forgive- 

ness, I am moved to 
meditate that Chile may be showing 
greater concern for its political prison- 
ers than the United States, it now 
being obvious that Howard Hunt really 
is just that — a political prisoner. 

A year ago Professor James Q. Wil- 
son of Harvard, whose book on crime 
and punishment is a contemporary clas- 
sic, made a reference to the extraordi- 
nary prison terms given out by Judge 
John Sirica. As for Howard Hunt’s 
term — two and one-half to eight years 
—Professor Wilson, who is a penologi- 
cal hawk, said that with Hunt’s record 
(i.e., -no previous convictions, zero 
probability of a repeated offense), any- 
one else convicted of the identical of- 
fense — conspiracy to break and enter — 
would have been fined, and given a 
“thirty-day suspended sentence.” 

Judge Sirica, as everybody knows, 
was endeavoring to put special pressure' 
on his prisoners to cooperate with the 
prosecution. Well, that pressure worked. 
Hunt testified before every committee 
and every grand jury impaneled to 
investigate. As practically everyone 
knows, his wife was killed in an air- 
plane accident in the fall of 1972, and 
he was left with four children to look 
after; and the months went by. 

Now, there is a procedure for per- 
sons convicted of a federal offense who 
believe that their sentences were in- 
ordinate, or that for special reasons 
those sentences should be mitigated. In 
the office of the Attorney General of 
the United States is someone called the 
Pardon Attorney. His job is to prepare 
recommendations for the President of 
the United States. Hunt’s attorney ap- 
proached the Pardon Attorney in Oc- 
tober 1975 and asked how long it 
would require to weigh the evidence, in 
the case of Hunt, in order to prepare 
a recommendation for the President. 
The answer: “Three or four months." 
The papers were completed instantly, 
and recommendations for leniency 
filed, including copies of public state- 
ments made by such as Eric Sevareid, 
James Jackson Kilpatrick, and How- 
ard K. Smith. 


Eight months went by. I am a friend 
of Hunt’s, and godfather to three of his 
children, and accordingly telephoned 
the Pardon Attorney and asked if he 
could account for the extraordinary 
delay. Were there political considera- 
tions standing in the way of a com- 
mutation of sentence? He replied that 1 
would have to draw my own conclu- 
sions, that he believed the recom- 
mendation would be made shortly. 

A long while later — in July 1976 — I 
addressed the Attorney General directly 
to ask whether, in fact, political con- 
siderations were vitiating due process. 
A month after that, I received a reply 
from the acting Attorney General ad- 
vising me that the Pardon Attorney 
“expects to receive shortly the last re- 
port which he views as necessary to de- 
veloping his recommendation to the At- 
torney General.” 

On the whole, I like to believe At- 
torneys General, but it is difficult to do 
so in this case. If there is an American 
this side of the fever swamps who be- 
lieves that Howard Hunt should still 
be in jail for the foolishness he com- 
mitted in June 1972, after spending 
thirty months in jail, I doubt that that 
person would have taken ten months 
to forward his recommendation to the 
Pardon Attorney. What obviously the 
whole gang did not want is to pardon 
Hunt during the election campaign, on 
the grounds that doing so would re- 
vive talk about the pardon of Richard 
Nixon. Well, let us be grand about it 
and accept it that Hunt’s remaining in 
jail must be considered a trivial sacri- 
fice to pay for the prospective re-elec- 
tion of a President of the United States. 

But the election was weeks ago. Hunt 
rots in jail, for no purpose, and there 
is no explanation for it other than the 
sadistic neglect of uncommunicative 
bureaucrats who give speeches about 
justice and apparently think nothing of 
taking more than one year to process 
a simple application for justice and for 
mercy. If the Pardon Attorney con- 
cludes that Hunt should not be let out 
of jail, then why not develop the guts 
to say so? Perhaps the services of John 
Sirica as a ghost-writer could be made 
available? Or will Hunt have to wait 
for a Democratic President to exercise 
rudimentary clemency for a minor par- 
ticipant in that sordid affair who has 
been redundantly punished? □

NOW, THEREFORE, I, the Coordinator of the Office of Executive Clemency, pursuant to said Order, 
and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Governor with the concurrence of the requisite members of 
the Cabinet of the State of Florida, do hereby issue this certificate to

and the same shall be evidence to all persons that this person is restored to all civil rights in this State, except 
the specific authority to possess or own a firearm, lost by reason of any and all felonies this person may have 
been convicted of in another state, federal, or military court; provided, however, that if this person has been 
convicted of a felony and has been released from prison by expiration of sentence, this person shall not be 
exempt from the registration requirements of Section 775.13, Florida Statutes.

Conduct investigation in accordance with Section 73, 
Manual of Investigative Operations and Guidelines. 

During interview of applicant, no comments should be 
made regarding whether or not applicant will be granted a 
presidential pardon.

In reviewing court records, include in your report 
the indictment or information number and a summary of facts 
of the violation.

Acting Pardon Attorney, 5550 Friendship Boulevard, Bethesda, 
Maryland 20014. So indicate in your report and list the 
name of the person having access to this report to whom you 
made the request. 

You will also submit three copies of your report to 
FBIHQ organized according to subheadings under Investigative 
Procedure, 73-3.1, pages 385-387, MIOG. 

The Pardon Attorney has requested that employment (s) and 
credit be verified for a 10 year period from the date the applicant 
submits the request regardless of when he/she was placed on parole 
or probation. Upon written conformation from the Pardon Attorney, 
manual changes will follow. In the interim, you are requested to 
comply with the above request.

A. Employment History 


Applicant advised that he served for 26 years as an Agent 
for the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) and retired on May 1, 1970. 

He was then employed by R.E. Mullen and Company, 1700 Pennsylvania 
Avenue, Washington, D.C., as Vice President from May, 1970, until June, 
1972. He was also employed as a consultant by the Executive Office 
of the President, Washington, D.C., from July, 1971, until June, 1972. 
He was discharged from both the position at the White' House and by

C. Applicant's Version of Circumstances Under 
Which He Was Convicted . 

Applicant advised that he met G. Gordon Liddy at the White 
House and believed that Liddy worked directly for Attorney General 
Mitchell, who was President Nixon's Campaign Manager. Liddy instructed 
him to orgainize a team to enter the Democratic National Committee 
Headquarters (DNCH) and to look for evidence that money was coming from 
a foreign source. He believed that executive authority was given for 
this venture. After working for the CIA for 26 years, he did not 
question his instruction and entered the DNCH. 

Applicant entered a plea of guilty, in the United States 
District Court in the District of Columbia, Washington, D.C., to the 
charge of Conspiracy, 18 United States Code 371; Burglary, 22 District 
of Columbia 1801(b); and Illegal Interception of Communication, 18 
United States Code 2511. He was sentenced to be imprisoned for 2h 
to 8 years and to pay a fine of $10,000.00. Time was served and the 
fine was paid. 


D. Reason Pardon Desired . 

Applicant advised that he desired a pardon because he 
would like to have his civil rights restored, that were removed by 
his conviction. He served for many years for the United States 
Government, entered a plea of guilty and testified regarding the 
break-in, when he realized that executive authority was not given 
and he had violated the law. He would also like the pardon for 
employment opportunities if he desired to work and for family 
reasons. He would like to clear his name for his children. 

E. Present Mode and Standard of Living 

Applicant is self employed and earns an income as an 
author. He has also retired from the CIA and receives a federal 
retirement. He has some money invested, from which he receives an 
income and lives in a house, which he owns. Applicant lives comfortably 
and is not very active.

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Christinas vacation while Kapstein was visiting in the Miami, Florida 
area. Kapstein advised he may not agree with Hunt's political 
motivation for the Watergate incident but does feel that Hunt has 
paid his debt to society and should be granted a pardon so he may 
erase a "blot" from his otherwise impeccable record as an individual.
